May it please your Excellency, 

1 . We have tlio honour, as required by Statute, to submit this 40 & ii 
our Third Annual Report on the condition of the prisons and '• ■**'■ '■ 
prisoners within our j\nisdiction, and with respect to the 
registration of criminals during the 3 'ear ending March 31, ISSI. 

2. We pin-pose this year to adopt the same arrangement, a.s 
regards the matter of our Report, as last year, referring succes- 
sively, 1, to the Local frisoDS ; 2, to the Convict Prisons, and, 

3, to the Registration of Criminals. 

I. — Local Prisons, 

3. Since our last i-eport there has been no alteration in the 
number of Local Prisons under our control, nor in their classifi- 
cation and appropriation with reference to sentences. 

4. N o inconvenience has been experienced by the reduction in 
status of the eleven prisons referred to in paragraph 6 of our 
last Report, and a considerable sa-viug has been eflected in the 
cost of the staff required for the working of these reduced 
prisons. 

5. We find that the numbers committed to some of the exist- 
ing Bridewells are very small, so much so that the Board are in 
hope soon to be able to recommend the closing of an additional 
number of these places of detention. 

The total number of convicted prisoners sentenced to Bride- 
■weUs during the year was 1,399 of whom 1 ,241 were for drunken- 
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ness, and to some of them, namely, to Baltinglass, Bnntry, 
Queenstown, and Itathkeale no prisoners of this class were 
committed ; while at Bailieboro', Ballina, Ballinrohe, Dingle, 
Mallow, New Ross and Skibhercen, the committals of convicted 
prisoners were under ten to each of these Bridewells. 

6. Immediately after the introduction of the present dietary 
which came into operation in June, 1879, there arose serious 
complaints from some of the Medical Officers of the Prisons of 
its insufficiency and unsuitability to the class of prisoners con- 
fined in Irish Gaols. In compliance with the recommendation of 
the Prisons Board, at tho close of last year, a medical com- 
mission, consisting of Dr. Robert M'Donncll, Dr. Grimshaw, 
and Dr. M'Cahe, was appointed l.)y your Excollency to consider 
and report on tho dietaiy of both Local and Convict Prisons. 

7. The adoption of the revised dietary will, wo trust, he found 
to meet tlic objections raised by sonic of tbo Medical Officers to 
tho existing dietaries, and it is expected tliat the lai*ge amomit 
of extras, and change of diet, hitherto ordered will in future ho 
discontinued. Tho lollowing is the opinion of the Medical Com- 
missioner on this subject, viz : — 

“The fimenclad dietaries which wc have prepared have been framed 
upon a sufficiently liheml basis to render it in our opinion uimecess.ary 
for Medical Officers of Prisons to interfere witli tho suggested scales in 
the direction of any increase, except under circumstances distinctly con- 
nected with the existence of disease in individual piisoiiei’s. Ws, at 
the .same time, recognise the expediency and tlie necessity of leaving in 
the lionds of iledical Officer.? a discretionary power to effect minor 
alterations such, for instance, as the substitution of an equivalent in fiie 
shape of Ijread for the daily allowance of stiiubout, where that ai'ticle 
of diet is ascertained on the report of tlie prison autliorities to 
disagree with a prisoner ; but, with such exceptions, we disapprove 
of any interference with the dietary scales as laid down for healthy 
prisonera” 

8. Since our last Report we have been obliged to undertake 
some heavy works of I'ecoustruction and improvement in some 
of the Local Prisons, and, in order to meet statutable require- 
ments, have completed most of those that were in hands at tliat 
date. 

9. In the Appendix will he found the detailed account of the 
works of reconstruction and repairs peuformed during the year 
ending March, 1881, but the following ai’e the most important of 
such works : — 

10. In Cork Male Prison the improvement of the old buildings 
has been continued; a second block containing 21 cells, baths, 
&c., has been enlarged and reconstructed, heated and lighted, 
and is now nearly ready for occupation. The extensive works 
at Maryborough are approaching completion. The two wings 
containing 48 cells, with baths, kitchen, &c., are completed, and 
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have been oocupiotl. The Chapel and Govei'noi’’s house are now 
in progress, and will shortly be finished. In Limerick Male 
Prison alterations of old buildings have been executed which 
give 9 additional cells ; K stonobreaker-s’ sheds have been built, 
and various other improvements carried out. In these three 
cases the works have been carried out by prison labour. In Cork 
Pemale Prison another of the old wings containing 23 cells has 
been floored, and lighted, a new kitchen has been built, and 
many repau-s and improvements effected. 'In Belfast the Chapel 
has been altered and refitted completely. In Castlebar’ two of 
the old wings have been enlarged and reconstructed, connected 
with the central building, and formed into a compact prison, 
containing 47 cells, with baths, kitchen, d:c., and fitted and 
furni.shed with all legal rerjuiremeuts and are now occupied. In 
Galway a large portion of the prison has been rceousti-ucied, 

44 cells have been enlarged, floored, liuatcd, lighted, supplied 
with bells, &c. A new laundry has heorr erected. Officers’ 
quarters, and a Idtcheu fitted up, and other improvements ex- 
ecuted. Stonebreakers’ sheds have also been built. In Mullingar 
Prison 60 cells have been heated, lighted, and provided with 
bells, &o. A new launchy has been fitted up. In Kilmainham 
new reception cells have been fitted up, heated, and lighted ; and 
various works both within aird outside this prison, rendered 
necessary by the confinement in it of prisoners arrested under 
the provisions of the Act “ For the Better Protection of .Person 
and Property ” have been undertaken. In Nenagh an additional 
block containing 24 cells has been heated. Sligo prison, con- 
taining 91 cells, has been heated. In Mountjoy Female prison 
a large addition to the launchy in connexion -with the Convict 
department has been made, containing di*ying closets, and a gas 
engine to drive the wringers, and woi’k the lift. A new laundry 
has also been fitted up for the county prisoners. The accom- 
modation in the several local Prisons has been sufficient for all 
requirements, notwithstanding that eleven of these Prisons were 
in April, 1880, reduced to places of confinement for prisoners on 
remand, and those under sentence for teims not exceeding seven 
days. It frequently, however, has ocoui-i-ed that the cellular 
accommodation in a particular Gaol has been insufficient for the 
separate confinement of all its inmates, in which case, the 
executive is immediately applied to for the transfer of a sufficient 
number of prisoners to another Gaol, as provided under the 36th 
sec. of 19 & 20 "Vic., cap. 68. 

11. Owing to the passing of the Act for “ The Better Protection « Vic., 
of Person and Property in Ireland,” the Prisons Board have had 
a considerable amount of extra labour and responsibility thrown 
upon them, by reason of the commitments of persons arrested 
under its provisions. 

The Board have been ohhged to make special arrangements for 
the safe keeping and treatment of these prisoners, and under the 
direction of the Government have appropriated portions of Kil- 
mainham, Naas, Dundalk, Galway, and Inmerick Prisons to their

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sepai'ate nso; and a special code of Hules, hh provided by the 
oi'd sec. of tlie above -Act, lias been drawn iip and put into 
operation, iu regard to the treatment and diet of prisoners 
arrested tiudcr the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant. The follow- 
ing is a copy of the Rules referred to, for the treatment of the.se 
prisoner's. 

Copy of Reoulationh made by the Loud Lieutenant under the 
provisions of the Act for the Better Protection of Person and 
Property iu Ireland. 

Reoulations madchy tlio Loud Lieutenant in puvsuanco of Section One 
of the ahove-incntioned Act for tho Treatment, Management, and 
Maintenance, while in Custody, of nAn'Hons Arrested and Oommitted 
to Prison nndcr His Excellcucy’a Warrant, under the authority of the 
said Act. 

Tlie following Special Rules with re.spoct to Prisoners awaiting Trial iu 
Local Prisons tiroland), as licroiu modified, shall ajiply to Persons 
Arrested and Oommitted to Ih’ison niidoi’ His Excellency’s Wanaut 
nnder the authority of the said Act : — 

1. Admission, Discharge, and Roni(yo(d. 

Such prisoner shall bo required to take a hath on reception, if the 
Govenior shall decide tliat it is necessary, or the Surgeon shall state 
that it is for Medical reasons advisable. 

Such prisoners wliilo attending Chapel and at otliev times shall, if 
possible, lie placed so that they may not bo in view of the convicted 
pvisonei*s. 

Any money iu tlio hands of the Govoriioi* belonging to any such 
piisoner may be applied to tho purpose of making special provision for 
him in cases where the prisoner is, by the nile.s and regulations, requii’ed 
to make any pa 3 nnent in respect of such special pi'ovisions. 

2. Food, Clothing, and Tedding. 

Any such piisoner who jirefers to provide his own food for any meal 
shall give notice thereof beforehand, ljut the Governor shall not peiinit 
tiny such prisoner to receive any prison allowance of fbocl for the meal 
lor which he procures or receives food at his own esqiense. 

Aiiicles of food shall be received only at such hom*s as may he laid 
down from time to time. They sliall he in.s]Dected by the officei*s of the 
prison, and shall be subject to such restrictions as may be nece.ssary to 
prevent waste. 

Any such piisoner shall not during the twenty-four hours receive or 
pui’chase more than one pint of beer, cider, or other fermented liquor, 
o» (if an adult) half a pint (8 oz.) of wine. 

Ho such piisoner shall be allowed to sell any aiiicle whatsoever 
allowed to be introduced for his use to any other pei’son. 

3. Personal Cleanliness. 

bucli piisoner shall not be compelled either to have liis hair cut or (if 
he usually wears his beard, i;c.,) to shave, excei)t on account of vermin 
or dirt, or when the Surgeon deems it necessaiy on the gi'ound ofhealth 
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aad cleanliness, and tlio Iiuii' of sncli ]n-isoncr slin.ll not lie cut closer 
than may be necessary for tlm pur[)Oso of liealtli and cleiuiliuess. 

The bods of such prisoners shall be made, and the rooms and yards in 
thoir occupation shall be swept and cleaned, eveiy morning. The 
furnituro and utouails ap])ropriated to tliuii* use shall be kept clean and 
neatly aminged. Should any such priMOUcr object to perform any of 
these dutie.4, they may be performed for liiiu as hereinafter provided. 

4. Ilnallh of Pnso)i&YS. 

If any such piisonnr who is out of Ijcdth shall de.sii'c the attendance 
of hi.s usual medical man, the Governor of the Gaol may, if he is satisfie<l 
tliat the application is hona fide, peu-rait him to bo \’isitcd by such medical 
man at his own expense, and to bo supplied with luedicino by him, 
proper precautions boiiig in all aiscs observed to prevent alnise of these 
privileges. 

5. Juatmctlun. 

Such prisoner may bo pormitted to have suiiplicd to him, at his own 
expense, such books, ncws 2 ia[) 0 i’s, or other uioau.s of occuimtion, other 
tliau those furnished by the i>risoii, as are not, in tho ophiioa of the 
Governor, of an objectionable kind. 

6. Visits to loul CommiDiicaiion with Prisoners. 

So far as jn'ison armugomente may admit, facilUios shall be given to 
such 2 >risonors to work anil follow thoir rosj^ectivo ti-ado.s and em^iloy- 
ments, or any ordinary prison oinidoyinent selected by them, and all 
earnings of such pidsoncr shall lielong to such prisoner, after i>ayment 
thex-eoiit for use of iuiplemoiits lent to him of such sum as the Geneml 
Prisons Board may dotcmiinc. 

Each such jn'isoner shall be iiermittod to be visited by one person, or 
(if circunishuices jjermit) by two 2>en50ixs at the same time, for a quai*t*r 
of an hour on any week-tlay, during such lioiira as may from time to 
timo bo aiipointed. 

The Governor may, by iiermission in any sjiecial case for special 
re.^sons, prolong the jjeriod of the visit allowed to any such 2 )visoner, or 
allow him to be visited by more tliioj. two persons at the same time. 

Every endeavour shall 1)C made to jn-ovide that such luisonei-s shall 
not when being visited, be exjiosed to the view of the friends of cither 
pvisonei‘8 ; and to 2 >revent tho friends of one jn'isonor from coming in 
contact with the friend.s of another while in the prison. 

Such piisoner shall at his recpiest be allowed to .see his legal adviser 
(by which it is to loe understood a certificated solicitor or his clerk, if such 
(derk is fiumished by his principal with written fintlioiity, on any week- 
day at any reasonable horn*, and, if required, in |)rivate (but, if neces- 
sary, in xhe view of an Officer of the Piison.) 

Paper and all other writing matenals to such extent as may api^ear 
reasonable to tlxe Governor shall be furnished to ony .such prisoner who 
requires to be so supplied for tlic purposes of communicating with friends. 
Any confidential written communication jirepared as instructions for a 
solicitor may he delivered ixei-sonally to liim or his authorized clerk, 
without being jneviously examined by any Officer of the Prison j but 
all other written communications are to be considered as letters, and 
ai’e not to be sent out of the 2 >riBon without being jireviously inspected 
by the Governor. 
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7. Ti'ecUmeni in Hospital. 

Pnsoners shall be treated in hospital, as fai’ as possible, in a -ward 
iincl exercised apart from the convicted and other prisonei*s. 

8. 2Iisconchict of Trisonevs. 

All misconduct on the part of a prisoner shall be forthwith reported 
in writing to tlie Governor, or to the General PrLsoiis Board, who 
respectively umy inflict piuiishment therefor as heroinnfter provided. 

9. Diet. 

Breakfast for every day in tlie week : — 1 2 ozs, broad and one pint of 
coffee, made from ^ oz. of cofl.ee, oz. of chicory, 1 oz. of molasses, and 
i pint of milk, or at the choice of the luhsoner G ozs. of oatmeal hi 
stirabout, and 1 pint of milk. 

Dinner for fom* days in the weelc : — 2 lbs. potatoes, 9^ ozs. of beef, 
and one pint of soup, with 1 oz. of vegetable-s, and 1 oz. oatmeal. 

Dinner for two clays — Wednesday and Friday : — 12 ozs. bread and 1 
pint coffee. 

Dinner for one day : — 12 ozs. bread and ^ pint of milk. 

Suppei’ for every day in the week : — 12 ozs. brexd and 1 pint of tea, 
or cocoa. 

This dietary may, however, be changed with the approval of the 
medical officer. 

10. Daily Rotiiine. 

Rise in the morning at lialf-past six o’clock in the summer, and at 
seven o’clock during the winter portion of the year. 

Breakfast from eight to nine o’clock. 

Out for exei’cise four hours daily ; two hours before dinner and two 
hours after diipier. A pnsonei', however, is not bound to take more 
exercise than he wislie.s. 

Dinner from one to two o’clock. 

Supper from half-past five to six o’clock. 

To bed at half-past eight p.ra. all the year round, except specially 
exempt by General Prisons Board. 

Divine Service in chapel on Sundays and roligious holidays. 

The Geneinl Prisons Boai-d may also permit the Governor to modify 
the routine in regard to any Prisoner so far as to dispense with any 
pmotico wliich, in the opinion of the Governor, is clearly unnecessary 
in regard to that particular prisoner. 



11. As30ciaiio7i. 

Prisoners may be in association dining exercise, and for any further 
period not exceeding six hours each day, subject to such regulations as 
the General Prisons Boaafi, with the approval of the Lord Lieutenant, 
may from time to time make. 



12. Tobacco. 

Prisoners who sujjply themselves with tobacco, or who are supplied 
by their friends, or who are supplied by the gaol or i^rison authorities 
linder the direction of the medical officer, may smoke at any time during 
exercise in the open air. 
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13. 2juo7c 8 and Fajjcra. 

IBooks and papers whicli are private ])i'operty, and have been approved 
by the Chaplain, may be lent by one prisoner to another, permission 
being first obtained from tlie Oovernor, but tlie gaol authorities will not 
be lesponsilde for any loss of or injury done to books thus lent. Books 
which have been so approved may be obtained foi’ or lent to prisoner 
by })ersons outside the gaol. No books shall be sent out of the gaol 
until after examination by the gaol authorities. 

14. Letters. 

Prisoners may write and I'eceive letter without restriction as to 
nmnber ; b\it all letters to anrl from pri.soners shall be inspected by the 
Governor, and if not approved of by sucli GoA’^emoi*, shall be detained, 
and the prisoner informed of the reasons thereof, and if the prisoner 
shall so requii’e, a report shall forthwith be made to the Chief or Under 
Secretary of such detention, with the reasons therefor. 

15. CdU. 

Every Prisoner shall have a suitable room or cell fitted and fiunished 
with suitable bedding and such articles as are suitable to his ordinary 
babits ill addition to or different £i*om those furnished for ordinary cells, 
and to have, at his own cost, the use of private furniture iind utensils, 
to be approved by the Governor. 

IG. Prisoners not to clean Cclh or Yards. 

No prisoner shall be compelled to wash, whitewash, or sweep his cell, 
or sweej) any yard, and shall have, on payment of a small sum fixed by 
tlie General Prisons Board, the assistsmee of some peraou to be apj>ointed 
bythe Governor, relieving him from the performance of any nnacenstomed 
tmsks or offices. 



17. Clothes Washing and liepuirs. ■ 

Every prisoner may retain liis own clothes, prorfded that they are 
sufficient and fit for use. Such clothes shall also bo washed and repaired 
free of chai-ge. If dressed in prison dress, such di*css shall be dilfcrent 
from that of convicted prisonci*s. 

18. Punishments. 

For broacli of any of the foi’Cgoing Orders and Begulations, any prisoner 
may be punished by the Governor in any one or more of the following 
ways, namely — by stoppage of exercise, of association, of visits, and of 
letters save on business, or by the following reduced diet for a week or 
lesser period, namely : — 

Breakfast each day : — 12 ozs. bread and ono pint coffee. 

Dinner for two days ; — 12 ozs. bread and 1 quart of soup, made 
ox-head, 1 oz. vegetables, and 1 oz. oatmeal. 

Dinner for two days : — 12 ozs. bread and 1 pint coffee. 

Dinner for two days : — 8 ozs. bread, 1 lb. j>otatoes, and 1 quai-t of 
soup. 

Dinner for one day : — 12 02 S. bread and f pint milk. 

Supi^er for each day : — 8 ozs. bread and 1 pint of cocoa, made from i 
oz. cocoa ^ oz. molasses, and pint of mUk. 
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Or, ill cxceiitiuiml cases of scrioua uiiscoiidur-t, liy aucli fiirtlier puiiish- 
ment as tlio General Prisons Board, after examination on oath, are 
empowered hy statute to inflict. 

II. 

Tlie.se regulations shall he read to and explained for each prisoner on 
reception hy the Governor of the Gaol.

Duniiiik and 1 2. The arrangements referred to in our last Report re.specting 

UrogheJa. Prisons of Dundalk and Drogheda, continue to worlc satisfac- 

torily, but the females committed to the latter pri.son are .so few 
in number that the Board expect soon to be able to recommend 
the closing altogether of the Prison at Drogheda. 

Prisoners’ aid 13. We regret that, notwithstanding in the Pri.sons Act of 1877 
Socieiies. provision is made for the establishment of Prisoners’ Aid Societies, 
no pirogress was made during the past year in the formation of 
any of these useful institutions either for Protestant or Roman 
Catholic discharged prisoners, but in April la.st an Aid Society 
was certified by the Chief Secretary for female Roman Catholic 
prisoners. The ofBoes of this Institution aro situated in North 
Great George’s-street, Dublin. We have lately recommended a 
certificate to be granted by the Chief Secretary to a similar 
Protestant institution for males and females, whose oflioes ai'c 
situated at the Christian Union Buildings, Lorver Abbey-street. 

We hope that good results will be derived from the future 
operations of these societies. 

Prison Punish- 14. The detailed statements prescribed by the 15th section of the 
nients. Prisons Act, 1877, relating to the different punishments inflicted 
in each local prison for breaches of prison rules will bo found in the 
Appendix, and we are pleased to' remark that there is a reduc- 
tion of punishments of male prisoners during 1880, 1881, as com- 
pared with the previous year, of 571, while there is an in- 
crease of 152 punishments of females. 



some prisons, during the year ending 31st Mareh, 
1881, new branches of industry were undertaken, and others 
were improved in their working, such as cai’pentry, coir brush 
maldng, smith and plumbing work. The principal new employ- 
ments were lime-burning, weaving of friezes, linseys, and linen 
cloths. These trades have tended to reduce the actu^ expendi- 
ture, which would necessarily have been iuemTed if hired labour 
had to he employed, or the manufactured materials purchased. 
Increased ^ When preparing the e.stimates for 1880-81, the Prisons Board 
Profits derixed. of Opinion, judging from past experience, that only £2,800 
could be paid over to the Exchequer, on account of profits on the 
productive services, and extra receipts ; but the Board have now 
pleafim'e in stating that the result has been much more satisfac- 
tory than had been anticipated, for the actual amount to be paid 
over to the Exchequer for the past financial year amounts to no 
less than £5,418 lOs. lid., or nearly double the sum estimated, as 
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will be seen from the following comparative table. This result 
is all the more creditable whou the deolino in the number of 
prisons i.s taken into consideration : —

16. In the Appendix will bo found a table relating to the state Eduauioo. 
of education of prisoners on commitment, by which it will be seen 

that out of a total number of 38,05 3 comniittod to the larger prisons, 
as many as 14, .571 are returned as wholly iUitox-ate, or more than 
one-third of the total nmnlier committed. 

This lamentable state of things we fear must continue so long 
as the lower, and criminal clas.sos in our large towns are per- 
mitted to bring up their children without any regard to educa- 
tion, or to their future welfare. 

It will bo observed on refereuco to Table IX. in the 
Appendix, that there i.s a largo increase of the attend.ances during 
the year at our Prison Schools, as compared with hast, though 
owing to the number of prisoners conrmittod to om- Local Prisons 
for very short periods, it is impossible to afford secular instruc- 
tion to all those committed, nor are those who are sentenced to 
a month and under entitled to secular instruction. 

17. It is a cau.se of congratulation to observe that uotwith- .jiumber of 
standing the distress existing in parts of Ireland during the close OommitmentB. 
of 1880, and the commencement of 1881, there has been a dimi- 
nution this year of commitments to Prisons of 4,467. 

We therefore have oveiy hope that this gradual i-eduction in 
the number of commitments m.ay he attributed in a great measure 
to the improved management and discipline of prisoners, who for 
many yean? for the most part have formed a distinct class of the 
communit}’-, namely, those who wander from place to place with 
no fixed occupation or desire to live an honest life. We are not 
without hope that this class will by tbs improved discipline of 
our Prisons become more limited from year to year.

19. We may here be permitted to repeat what we last year- 
observed, this i.-i that the record supplied by Table 3 of the fluc- 
tuations that have taken place in the number of commitments to 
prison during each year of the aeries, from 1S34 to the present time, 
is not without interest as an iudication, to a certain extent, of the 
varying social condition of the counti-y during that period, but 
it is at the same time to be borne in mind that the number of 
“commitments” does not in itself fui-nish a true measure of 
the actual criminal population in any one year, the same indi- 
viduals being not uncommonly committed several times. 



20. Since the date of our last report, the reduction made B ido»-olis. 
in the number of bridewells, viz., from 95 to 3G, has been 
dui’ing the past year followed up by a further reduction to 35 
in the number now maintained, and in the subjoined abstract 
is shown the total number of persons confined in prisons of 
this class during each year from 1850 to 1881, both inclusive,

" commitments” to this, the iiiiuor class of prisons, has exhibited 
a very strilcing and almost uaintermptodly progi-essive annual 
decline during the period covered by the return — the number, 
3,S8S, for 1880-81 being, it will be observed, less than one-twentieth 
of that shown for the commencing year of the scries, viz,, 88,899, 

21, Table VI, of the Appendix, shows the numher of indivi- 
duals committed to each of the large Prisons, and the numher of 
times each had been in oastody, so far as could be ascertained, 

22. At Table XI, of the Appendix, will be found details relating 
to juvenile offenders, i.e., prisoners not exceeding sixteen years 
of age. The total number of this class comurittad to our Prisons, 
during 1880-81 was 1,052, which i,s 203 less than in the same 
period last year. 

This reduction in numbers, curious to relate, is confined solely 
to males, the number of females committed being the same in 
both years. We regret to remark, that the City of Dublin still 
supplies a very large proportion of young offenders to the criminal 
class. Last year the proportion of juvenile male offenders com- 
mitted from- that city, was one-fourth of those committed from 
the whole of Ireland, and of female juveniles one-third. While 
for the year 1880-81 the proportion of males was the same, 
but the commitments of female juveniles from Dublin City 
numbered more than half of the total commitments of that .sex 
and class of the re.st of Ireland. 

We drew attention in our Report of last year, to the evils 
attending the commitment of very young children to Pri.son, but 
we regret to observe, that there is an increase of this class 
committed this year as compared with last. 

The number of juvenile male prisoners under twelve years of 
age, committed last year being 118, and this year 133. 



II. — The Convict Prisons. 

23. The accommodation afforded for convicts by the, four 
Convict Prisons on the Jat of January, 1881, may be still 
estimated, as last year, at 1,070, and the number in custody at

27. In the Appendix will be found the usual Beports and 
returns relating to the four Convict Prisons of Mountjoy Male, 
Spike Island, Mountjoy Female, and Lusk respectively, and 
■which afford full information as to the general condition of each 
establishment. 

Spita IeW 28. In our last Beport we remarked very strongly on the un- 
Prisoo. suitabihty of Spike Island for the purpose of a Con'viot Prison, 
and, dming this year, our Board have had several communi- 
cations with the Government, with a view of its abolition as a 
convict establishment, and providing a substitute for it, but as 
yet no conclusion has been arrived at, notwithstanding that this 
establishment has been condemned by aU prison authorities, 
and that the Boyal Commission on penal servitude, presided over 
by Lord Kimberly, recommended, in their Beport of 1879, that 
this prison " be discontinued.” 

• In addition to this number there were 345 convicts under detention in the 
county prisons, and several hnndreds in Bermuda and Gibraltar, who were subse- 
quently discharged in Ireland. 

t in addition to these numbers, 69 and 90 and 98 con'ricts were in Local Prisons 
in 79 and '80-81 respectively. 

t Six of these were military convicts. 
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29. With this exception, our Board have oarriod out, as far as 
practicable, all tho rocommondations of the Royal Commis- 
sioners, relating to our Convict Prisons’ .sj'.steiu. 

30. Our mark system in the Convict Prisoirs has been assimi- Eneiisii nimk 
lated to that in England .so far ns relates to convicts committed “yatom. 
subsequently to 1st Febnuuy, 1881, and to all convicts in pro- 
bation class at that dato. 

But this system has no reference to prisoners at Lusk Inter- Lu* PrUon. 
mediate Prison, as it was considered that no alteration should be 
made in tho treatment of prisoners in this exceptional establish- 
ment. Prisoners who have misbehaved while on the old system 
of marks may be placed at once on the nerv by a member of the 
Board if it is considered that their conduct has called for this 
deprivation. 

Exception has also been imido in this country as to the periods 
that female conructs .spend at the refuges, it having been decided 
that female convicts who bocoine eligible for a refuge are still to 
spend at least sixteen months in one of those institutions. So 
that a female convict sentenced to five years may become eligible, 
and will bo sent to a refuge, after having pas.sed two years in 
prison ; otherwise she would not obtain a remission of one-third 
of her entire sentence, as is allowed in England. 

31. The Dietary Commission already referred to, appointed 
by your Excellency to inquire into the dietaries of both Local 
and Convict Prisons, have recommended certain changes in the 
dietaries of Spike Island, Mountjoy Male and Female Prison, 
hut have not recommended any alteration in the dietary 
formulte' at Lusk Prison. 

Their amended formulae, having been approved of by your 
Excellency, will be put in force as soon as thc3^ can be issued, 
being now in the hands of the printer. 



III. — Registration of Criminals. 

32. We described in our report of last year the course of legis- 
lation — commencing with 1SG9 — in regard to the .supervision 
of the criminal classes by means of a .systematic registration 
of “ all persons convicted of crime.” 

We, at the same time, took occasion to explain in detail the 
striking and important rednetion in the number of “ habitual 
criminals ” annually registered and photographed, which — as 
shown by the statistics of the decennial period 1870 to 1879 — 
had been effected since 1876 by the operation of “ The Preven- 
tion of Crimes Act Amendment ” of that year-»-39 & 40 Viet., 
c. 23, — and it will be seen from the subjoined table that the 
returns for 1880 continue to exhibit a still further tendency in 
the same direction, viz. : —

Salt lish may he substituted for the ordinary diet of any prisoner upon any 
fast day prescribed by the Church to which such prisoner belongs, in 
the same manner os is provided hy the existing rules in respect of 
Pridays. 

The foregoing mle shall apply to every ordinary prison, and shall 
come into operation upon the expiration of forty days after the same, 
having been settled and approved by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council, shall have been laid before Parliament.

The particular service on which the expenses were incurred will be 
stated at head of each account, with the officer’s name and rank, and 
the Governor will certify at foot of the acconnt that it is correct and in 
accordance with the regulations. 

The railway class charged must be .stated, and, when personal 
allowance as per the Scale J is included, the hour of commencing and 
ending the journey and time occupied in trayelling must be stated in 
the account. Properly receipted vouchers must be attached to the 
account for any charges made for carriage of furniture or luggage, or 
other special charge. 

When an officer is permanently transferred from one Prison to 
another Prison, the travelling expenses of bis immediate family may 
(unless otherwise ordered) be included in the account for the conside- 
ration of the Board (but no personal allowances are given, except to 
Prison Officers). 

In the cases of officers temporarily employed on duty in Prisons 
situated at a distance from the Prisons to which they are attached, 
reduced personal allowances in accordance with the Scale 2 wDl be 
given, with the sanction of the Board, for the time the officers are so 
employed, and the accounts on Form 1 1 will be submitted for approval 
before payment.

The close of the third yeai' of the operations under the Prisons Act 
of 1877 being now at hand, the General Prisons Board consider it a 
favourable opportunity, before entering on another financial year, to 
direct the special and most earnest attention of the several Governors 
to the great practical importance they attach to the reduction, by every 
legitimate means, of the present heavy cost of Local Prison adminis- 
tration. 

Two principal and obvious modes ofattaining this end suggest them- 
selves for consideration, viz. : — 

I. By the exercise, on the poi*t of tlie respective Governors, of a 
rigid supervision and economy in every detail of expenditure, 
and the careful and habitual avoidance, even in the smallest 
matters, of any outlay not absolutely colled for by the exigencies 
of the Service ; and 
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II. By the steady and strict application, so far as may bo con- 
sistent with the due obseivaiice of tlie prescribed Rules of 
Prison labour, to those purposes nncl employment, whidi, 
having regard to local circumstances, are calculated to yield 
the largest amount ofaetuai profit to the public. 

In both respects the General Pi isons Board regret to observe that 
in many instances, nmeh room for improvement at present exists; 
and they accordingly desire to take this occasion to intimate, generally, 
that the subject is one which will continue to receive their closest 
attention, and that they will not fail to exact a full and satisfactory 
explanation, and, if necessary, they will bring under the special notice 
of the Government any ease in which it may be hereafter found that 
the practical results of Prison management have been such as to 
indicate a disregard, in any respect, of the injunctions herein conveyed 
for the further guidance of their Officers.

On the transfer of an Officer for permanent duty from one Prison to 
another, the conduct sheet of the Officer, filled in the manner above 
described, should be sent witli the Officer to tlie Prison to which ho 
or she is removed, and in complying with Circular No. 176, the 
Governor will submit the full conduct sheet instead of that asked for 
in the last pai'agraph of that Circular.

The duty of the Govornov of tlio Gaol from -whic!! the Prisoner is supposed 
to bo removed, or of tlic Constable authorized by such (iovornor for the 
puri^osc, is not determined by merely traiisfemng tlic Prisoner to the Gaol of 
the place of trial, lie is the person who is bound to take charge of tlio 
Prisoucr to aud from the Court iiml whilst there, and also to bring him back, 
if necessary, to the Gaol from which he first came. Whilst detained at tlie 
place of trial, lie may be confined in the Local Goal, if not required in Court, 
and during such tcmporaiy confinement there the Local Gaoler will be respon- 
sible for his safe custody.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. 



Mountjoy Male Prison, 
10th May, 1881. 

Sift, —I beg to fonvurd my annuftl report, and also the statistical 
returns for tlie year ended 31st March, 1881. 

Id doing so it affords me much ploa.snro to he able to report favour- 
ably on the general good conduct of the subordinate odicers of the 
staff, who have with some few e.'cccptions di.schargcd their duties in a 
very satisfactory manner. 

Some changes liave occurred during the year through promotions, 
one death and discharges. One of the principal warders was promoted 
to be chief warder of Maryborough Prison ; his place was filled by a 
principal ollicerfrom Dundalk Prison. One of the first class warders was 
promoted to be chief warder in Ai'inagU Prison, and the position was 
filled up by promotion from the staff of this prison. The trades 
warder (plumber warder) died whilst under treatment in hospital; he 
was replaced by a tradesman from outsido who Inis given satisfaction 
since his appointment. Twn oilicors wore dismissed, and two were 
removed to Spike Island Prison for misconduct; their places were 
filled up by second class warders from tho staff of Spike Island Prison, 
to which grade they belonged. 

The prisoners, as a rule, have conducted themselves well, and 
performed the work allotted to them with willingness and care. No 
change has been made in tlic mode of treatment of tho prisoners. 
Their employment has been the same as heretofore, with tho addition, 
that iu the local prison si.N; mat-w’caviiig looms wcx'c set up, and 
prisoners have been taught to work at tliom. A carpenter’s class has 
been established, giving cmjiloyment to about twelve prisoners, and 
promises to prove useful, both to the prisoners and also the prison 
department, when a necessity for a tradesman arises in other establish- 
ments. 

The school continues to work in a satisfactory manner. Tho 
prisoners who attend it make fair progress, and seem anxious to profit 
by tlie instructions. 

I certify that the rules laid down for tho government of the prison 
have been complied with, except in such eases as have been reported 
to the General Prisons Board.

MEDICAL OEFICEK’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Male Prison, 
30th A2n’il, 1881. 

Sir,— I have the honour to submit my annual rqiort of the sanitary 
condition of this imisou for tho year ending 3 1st March, 1881. lu 
doing so it is very gratifying to me, iiidcod, to bo able to report that the 
general bealtli of the prisoners has, with ono solitary exception, been 
most satisfactory, and tlio prison free from any epidemic or infectious 
disease. 



It happened, however, that last July, ono of tho convicts, who had 
been in the prison for some months became ill of small-pox, and 
notwithstanding that 1 endeavoured to trace out tho origin of it, I was 
unable to do so, and it is to mo up to tho i)resent inexplicable how 
the man caught the disease. Immediate steps woro taken to have him 
isolated, and the most stringent measures used to prevent the spread 
of the disease, I am glad to say with the most successful results, as no 
other case of the kind occurred wdihin the prison. 

During the year I had only occasion to recommend a few convicts 
to be released on medical grounds from probation as I did not obseivo 
that they were suffering from separate confinement. There were five, 
however, who from their reception into the prison exhibited symptoms 
of mental derangement, and I was obliged to have them transferred to 
the central asylum. 

The general health of the staff has been on tho whole good, tho only 
exception being that of plumber warder R. Fagan, who died in the 
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hospital from congestion of his lungt?, SLipcrvcning on ovysi2^clas of the 
bead. 

As in former years the sick indsoners from Lusk, have been treated 
in this lios 2 )ital, and the luimber amounted to six during the year, I 
have not included them in the hospital return. 

I beg to attach tables showing the admissions to hospital, &c., and 
the diseases of the patients. 

In conclusion, 1 wish to express my acknowledgments to all the 
officials in the prison for tlio attention and facility they have afforded 
me in the discharge of my duty.

Sir, — I bog to submit my Report for the year commencing 1st April, 
1880, and ending 31st March, 1881. 

I am bound to report that tho. moral and religious conduct of the 
Roman Catholic prisoners was. with few exetiptions, as good and 
satisfactoiy as might he expected from person.s of their antecedents 
and previous mode oflife. Such men as showed most attention to the 
religious inatinactions, and wero careful in complying with tlioir other 
spiritual duties, seemed, as well as I could observe, to liavc given most 
satisfaction in their genciul conduct, and to havo profited most hy the 
disclidine of the prison. 

It is pleasing to be able to report the good cficcts tliat have resulted 
from the classification and separation of convicts undergoing penal 
servitude for the first time from the old — the more depraved and 
hardened criminals. 

A considoi’able portion of my time was allotted to tho visiting. of tlic 
prisoners in their cells, and giving suitable instruction. Prisoners 
under punishment for breaches of prison imlo ^Ycro regularly visited, 
a.s also the men removed to hospital, and tho sick atlondcd, as far as 
had been found necessaiy. During tho y’oar I have obtained every 
facility which I might reasonably e.\pect in tho discharge of my 
ministry, and have experienced uniform kindness and courtesy in my 
relations with every officer of the prison.

Ihcie was 
only one prisoner transmitted to tho Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum 
during the year, and she showed evident symptoms of insanity on her 
reception into the prison. ^-v i i i. 

The health of the staff has also been satisfactory. Only eleven of 
the matrons were treated in the hospital and at their own homes, and

Si£^ — In forwoi'ding my report for last year, I am enabled to inform 
tlio Board thnll all the prisoners iindor my care have conducted them- 
selves witli propriety. They have attended to my ministerial in- 
structions with attention; and, I tliink, our Sabbath exercises have 
been of considerable hcmifit, at least to the majority of the prisoners. 

At the beginning of the year, there was but one Presbyterian 
prisoner in this prison. Oir tlio lUh of July, a Protestant county 
lirisoner clmngcd her religion to Prosbytorian ; but she was originally, 
and by family connexion such. 

Anotlicv prisoner changed her religion to I’resby tcrian, assigning as 
Iier reason, that her father was one, and that in liis religion she was 
baptised. She continued in hospital from July till October Ji8th, on 
which clay she died. 

I have, thank God, been permitted regularly to dischai’ge my 
duties, conducting Divine Service every Sabbath morning, and visiting 
the prisoners in their cells once a week.* 

In performing my duties I liave been efficiently aided by all the 
prison officers; and I am very grateful fertile attention uniformly 
paid me.

3.— SPIKE ISLAND CONVICT PRISON. 



GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 

Spike Island Govonimcnt Prison, 

1 0th May, 1831. 

SiK, — I have the honour to report as follows with reforcnce to tlie 
year ended tlio 31st March, 1881 : — 

— Twelve warders joined on promotion from local gaols ; 4 
on transfer from convict and local gaols; I joined on first appoint- 
ment, being a tradesman; 8 were transferred to other gaols; 
5 were dismissed the service; 2 resigned;- 2 wore dischoi'ged on 
medical^ grounds, and I died. The general conduct of the subordi- 
nate officers was very satisfactory, and only in a few instances had I 
occasion to refer cases of misconduct to the General Prisons Board. 
The Chief Warder was zealous and diligent in tho discharge of all his 
dulios, and I may say the same of tho Principal Warders. Mr. Leary, 
tlio Senior Principal Warder, had general chargo of the working 
jiarties at Haulbowline, and gave me every satisfaction. Mr. Sheehan, 
Deputy Governor, a most efficient officer, was promoted at the end of 
the year to be Governor of Grangegorman Prison, Dublin, and was 
replaced by Mr. Murphy, formerly Chief Warder at Monntjoy Prison. 

The Rev. Mr. Bouchier, Protestant Chaplain, was discharged on 
medical grounds, and Dr. Collis, n.n., appointed to succeed him os 
Chaplain. 

* Up to February of this year, since which I have, at the oxpreasccl desire of the 
iJoava, given an additional day to this duty. 
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One hundi'ctl and sixty-two convio.ts "were received cluiing the year Spike 
from otlior prisons and 183 were disposed of by discharge on licence, 
completion of sentence, removal to other iirisons, &c., and 1 died, prison. 

Of the above, 3Q went to Luslc Intermediate Pi ison ; 39 were released _ 

mi license; Si on completion of sentence; and 5 were sent to 
Dimdruni Lunatic Asylum. ' 

In custody, the 1st April, 1880 (hielnsive of those specially 
emjdojed at Cork and Maryborough Gaols, but borne in the books 
here) 49Q. On the 3 1st March, 1881, in custody 480, being a decrease 
of 12 in the year, and as compared with the number in custody on the 
1st April, 1879, a decrease of 92 in the two years. 

The employment was in all respects the same as in foruler years, 
the larger portion of the prisoners being worked in tlie basin of the 
Naval Docks in progress at Haulbowrnie,and the usual trades connected 
with the works there, viz. Stonecutters, carpeiitei-s, sniitlis, &o. A 
good deal of the stone and timber work for the new Admiralty House, 
(.Queenstown, was also done by tlie convict tradesmen at llaulbowime. 

The Hoyal Engineer and Ordnance Departments had also small 
parties in their employment, and a fatigue party of ten convicts were 
employed in the naval yard, Haulbofrlme, distinct from the dock works. 

The remaining portion were employed on prison services, and trades 
as follows: — Carpenters, smiths, imilmakers, shoemakers, tailors, 
laundrymen, bakers, cooks, and general fatigue work, such as cleaning, 

&.C. The Invalid Classes were employed gLUxleniiig, oakum picking, 
mending socks, bed making and rejiairing for the prison. 

No occurrence took place during the year calling for special notice 
or remark. Two convicts received corporal punishment, one for 
wilfully destroying a large amount of bedding, prison property, and 
one for assaulting a fellow-convict and two wardei-s. 

No attempt at escape was made from Spike Island. There was 
an increase of 42 in the offences over the ju-evious year, and 
owing chiefly to tbepersistentand repeated broaches of prison discipline 
on the part of a few, I may call habitual offenders, and very had 
characters, both in and out of prison, but lliere was no case of a 
serious nature, and the prisoners generally sliowed u fair amount of 
steady industry, and good conduct I would, however, again venture 
to remark on the want of any control by the prison authorities over 
the employment of convict labour, and the want of which naturally 
tends to lessen the interest one would otherwise, take in utilizing the 
labour to the best advantage.

The religious services 
on Sunday, and the school duties during the week have all been 
regularly carried out, and I am happ3' to say a spirit of unity in action 
pervaded the whole staff without an exception, for which I feel grateful. 

The new system of classification was inti'oduccd from the 1st 
Eebruaiy, but as it only ajjplies to a very limited number of prisoners 
received since that date, I am unable to speak as to the effect it may 
have hereafter.

MEDICAL OEEICER’S REPORT. 

Spike I.slaiid Convict Prison, 
2Bth April, 1881. 

Sir.— I have the honour to submit tlio annual report on the state 
01 health of the olKcers and prisoners, and on tho general sanitary 

condition of this prison, with tho usual medical statistics for the year 
ended 31st March last. 

There were 53 warders admitted into hospital during the year, for 
aiimente incidental to the nature of tlioir duties, such as catarrlis, 
c es^ , febrile, and rheumatic affections. Two were discharged the 
semce on medical grounds, and one died of apoplexy, 
fnr. y®ar there wore IB5 convicts treated in hospital, chiefly 

such ordinary diseases as bronchitis, simple continued fever, 
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astlmm, debility, dlarrhcea, constipation, colic, epilepsy, wounds and 
contusions, abscesses and tumours. There was one death from cancer 
of the stomach. 

There were 1G2 prisoners received into this prison during the yeai’, 
9 of whom being delicate, were afi'orded sucli medical treatment and 
other considerations as the necessities of their conditions demanded. 

During the year thoro were five prisoners transferred to Dnndrum 
Criiniiml Lunatic Asylum, three of wliom were raentally affected on 
reception here. There was no record of any previous mental disturbance 
in eitlier of the other two cases. 

There were two convicts released from prison on medical grounds, 
one of whom was delicate, and the other in good health when received 
here. 

During the year no serious accident occuiTed, there was no attempt 
at suicide, no epidemic appeared, nor was there any case of infectious 
or contagious disease. 

The prison dietaries •were ample and sufficiently varied, there was 
an abundant supply of good water, the ventilation was good, and the 
prisoners were supplied with warm and comfortable clothing and 
bedding. Altogether it is gratifying to be able to state that the geneml 
sanitary condition of this prison has been, as in former years, most 
satisfactory. 

The Governor and the other officers of this prison continue to afford 
me cordial co-operation. The Resident Apothecary performed his 
duties with zeal and diligence.

Sir, — I have the honour to submit to you my report for the year 
ending 31st March, 1881. And in doing so 1 beg to state that the 
several duties prescribed for the Roman Catholic Chaplains were duly 
dischoi’ged during the year. Nothing was left undone on our part to 
promote the religious and moral reformation of the 2^i'isonei’s under 
our spiritual care, and it pains me to be obliged to state that our 
efforts for that end wore in a great measure frustrated by the i»ernicious 
association of the prisoners on the jiublic works, and by their still 
more detrimental association while within the prison. The generality 
of the convicts who have come here for .several yeoi'S past, are habitual 
offenders, long practised in crime, and after having jiassed through 
repented sentences of penal servitude without the least religious or 
moral reformation. Their obsceuc discourse, example and counsels 
are calculated to corrupt all who come within their reach. The bettor- 
disposed prisoners complain of it, and say that it is impossible for 
them to become religious or moral surrounded by such companions. 

It would, therefore, be a very great blessing if some means could be 
adopted to employ tlio prisoners sei:?anited from each other. At all 
events it would lessen the evil very much if the prison were recon- 
structed into separata cells as at Mountjoy Prison. Under our present 
arrangements I am of opinion that very little reformation can bo 
expected.

ASSISTANT ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Islan.l, April, 1881. 

Sir,— I have the lionour to submit my report for the year ending chaplain's 
3 1st of March, 1881. 

I have much pleasure in being able to state that the moral and 
religious condition of the Roman Catholic prisoners has been, on the 
whole, satisfactory. 

The great body of them approached the Sacrament once, at least, 
during the year, whilst a considerable number have done so monthly, 
some even more frequently. 
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Their flemeanour in the chapel, during Mass, religious instruction, 
<fec., lias been, as a rule, edifying. 

I regi-et, however, to be obliged to repeat what I have alluded to 
in former reports, viz. That there is a class of prisoners — consisting 
principally of returned convicts, old soldiers and corner boys — who ai’e 
not only incorrigible tliemselves, but corrupt, nay even hopelessly 
ruin, the good morals of many of the well-disposed and comparatively 
innocent prisoners, with whom they may come in contact. 

"Wliilst the present system of association exists, and until a proper 
classification be established, the tliorough reformation of such men is 
out of the question. 

I have visited the prison daily during the year, I have said Mass 
twice a week, attended to the spiritual wants of the sick in hospital, 
and admonished those confined in the punishment cells. 

In conclusion, I beg to testify to the uniform kindness and support 
given mo by the Governor and the other officers of the prison on all 
occasions,

PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, 

Ifitli April, 1881. 

Sir, — I beg to lay before you my report for the year ending the 
31st March, 1881. 

During tlie many years that I have had the honour of belonging to 
the service, the convicts in Spike I.sland have gradually decreased in 
numbers, and deteriorated in quality, indicating an improved morality 
in the population of the country, and a happy result of Spike Island 
treatment in reforming the reformable. 

That every man is reformable, is a devout theory’, which, in a sense, 
is strictly hue. But our work is practical, and I believe it is now only 
a small and diminishing number, veiy peculiar in their antecedents 
and the nature of their crimes, of whom %ve can anticipate that they 
will become honest and industrious men, to say nothing'ofa higher 
reformation. 

Nevei*theless I work among ray charge with hope. Their daily 
intercourse with minds superior to their own, who are corrying out 
with calmness and decision, a system devised for tlieir improvement, 
the occupation of a leisure hour two or three times a week, in 
listening to the simple, winning, and mighty trutlis, drawn from tlie 
Holy Scriptures, with personal communications on the same subjects, 
cannot, I feel sure, be lost like water in the sand, but will doubtless 
bear fruit in cases unexpected. 

What I have said natumlly leads to the consideration of the 
residuum in all such operations ; that is, the deliberately habitual 
criininal, who does not pretend to give us any hope of him. The 
Legislature have token a wise step in his treatment by the excellent 
provision of police supervision. They may yet perhaps think of 
malcing habitual criminHity itself a punishable crime, independently 
of the crimes involved in it. That this would be a real deterrent I 
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con testify from tlie effect the mentioning of it to convicts has Spikr 
produced. I submit that it ^YOuld also be a preventative. \\'cre the Island 
habitual criminal locked up, not only -would skill be withdra-wn from 
his nefarious trade, hut a professor would be withdrawn from teaching — ’ 
it; one whose adroitness, success, and recruiting power continues llie 
race. Were he withdrawn, the future skilled criminality would be cZi/inh'a 
confined to those, always a minority in every art, who have sutficieiit Hfport. 
original genius to train themselves, and whoso detection would be all 
the more easy. By a steady perseverance in such a weeding process, 
the habitual criminal might become as scarce among us, as tlio 
habitual murderer has become in England, as compai’ed with some 
other countries of Europe. 

I have conducted the religious services on Sundays, and have 
lectured and taught on the regulation holidays, and have visited all the 
sick and the confined misdemeanants.

SUPERINTENDENT’S -REPORT. 

Lusk Convict Prison, 
16th April, 1881. 

I most respectfully submit the usual report on the Lusk Convict 
Prison, for the year ending 31st Mai'ch, 1881. On the 1st April, 
1880, the number of convicts at Lusk was 27. Received during the 
year, 73, making a total of 100 convicts for tlie year. They have been 
disposed of as follows — 48 have been released on licence, 6 have been 
removed to the Mountjoy Prison Hospital, 7 have been removed for 
misconduct, 2 for attempting to escape, and 1 identified as having been 
at Lnsk, under a former sentence, leaving in custody at Lusk, at the 
end of the year, 37 convicts. The daily average number has been 
28*9. The convicts on the -whole number have been industrious and 
■well conducted, but I regret to have to report tliat a disposition to 
idleness has shown itself among a class of them more than on any 
former year, some have been removed to Mountjoy and Spike Island, 
and some others have* had part of their earnings stopped by the 
General Prisons Board, that has had the best possible effect. The 
officers have been atten-tive and painstaking in the getting the work 
done, and assisting and encouraging the convicts on with the work, 
the numbers being very much less, and tlie same amount of iarrawork 
had to be done. The produce has been good, and a very ftdr average 
return is reported. 

Mr," Daly reports that the convicts have been attentive to his in- 
structions at school during -the evenings, and only one old man cannot 
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read and write, and he is from an Irish si^caldng district. The 
chaplaiiiB and the medical ofiicer write their own reports ; they have 
carried out t)ie same duties as usual. 

The usual statistics are forwarded herewith.

With reference to the return of punishments on Form No. 1, I beg 
to explain tliat the total number of punishments shown is 188 less 
than the number of offences, the difFerence being nmelo up of 101 
cases that were dealt with by stoppage of marks or suspension of 
classiBcation only, and 82 cases that were disposed of by admonitions. 

Of the 296 individual piisoners shown as punished, many were 
punished several times during the year. 

All dietary punishments at Spike Island, except stoppage of suppers, 
of which there were 46 cases during the year, have been carried out in 
the punishment cells j the 01 cases entered under heading “Punish- 
ment Cells, ” comprise 43 who were placed in dark refractory cells at 
Spike Island Prison, and 21 who were committed to punishment 
daik and light colls at Cork and Moiyborougli Prisons. 

There were only 101 coses of deprivation of marks whore no other 
punishment was ordered, and tlio remainder of tho 335 cases of 
deprivation of marks shown were in addition to tho dietary punishment. 

Eighty-six of the 901 offences were committed at Cork and Mary- 
borough Prisons.
